Drawings 

1 . This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for examination 
purposes only.

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in I 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-9, 11, 13-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Srinivasan (#6,072,862). 

The claims as presented clearly read on Srinivasan with particular details as pointed out via 
(Abstract; col.l,ln.60-col.2,ln.8; col.2,ln.49-col.3,ln.63; col.4,ln. 15-27). 



4. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-13, and 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Finnigan (#6,173,043). 

The claims as presented clearly read on Srinivasan with particular details as pointed out via 
(col.2,ln.4-67; col.SJn. 12-49; col.6,ln.20-35; col.7,ln.32-col.8,ln.29).
